T h at is tile concensus of leading 
peach growers in the county as they 
searched the skies for a letup in the 
downpour 
which

reached torrential proportions. 
According to growers, the 
later 
varieties of peaches, including the 
Hale, Elberta and Belle of Georgia, 
comprising the principal com mercial 
varieties, rem ain unpicked. 
The heavy rains of the past three J 
days have caused some of the fruit 
to bi corne water-soaked and drop 
from the trees. 
Some of the fruit 
is even becoming so filled with waler 
th a t the skins are bursting. 
Adams county's crop of peat bes is 
larger tills year than last, but the j 
prices an* lower because the Iruit is , 
plentiful in those sections of th e 
country which had practically no 
leaches at all last year. 
Rain Increases Demand for fru it 
Last year Adams and 
Franklin 
counties were one of the few sec- 
*' -ti 
in the northern part of the 
Ated States which had a good 
yield of peaches, and as a result the 
local growers received fancy prions 
for their fruit 
Prices ranging from 
$3 to $4 25 a bushel were common 
last rail.

co u n try had an average incom e of 
$997 each, against $860 th e year b e­ 
fore—b u t th a t sum does n o t include 
cost of production, wages, interest, 
re n t an d taxes.
